President Declares, "I Am Convinced 

Our Peaco Project Violates None 

of My Principles"— Copy of 

Treaty to U. s'. Lawmakers. 

Copenhagen, June 9.— Mathlas Erz- 
berger, head of the Germnn urmistiee 
commission, according to the Deutches 
Tnges Zeitung of Berlin, Is preparing 
u memorandum which, after discussing 
the peace terms In all their aspects, 
advocates the signing of the treaty. 

Paris, Juiie 0.— It is ' understood 
here that the Berlin government la 
bending photographically reproduced 
copies of the peace terms to every 
United States senator and representa- 
tive. 

"I am convinced that our treaty proj- 
ect- Violates none of my principles," 
President Wilson Is quoted by the 
Matin as having snld when he was 
made acquainted with the German 
counter-proposals tto the peace treaty. 
"If I held a contrary opinion I would 
not hesitate to confess It and would 
endeavor to correct the error. Tho 
treaty as drawn up, however, entirely 
conforms with my 14 points." 

When the council of four met Pre- 
mier Orlando of Italy was absent. This 
led to the belief that the Adriatic ques- 
tion was ngaln under consideration. 
It is understood that no further prog- 
ress has been made by the various ele- 
ments working on the solution of this 
problem. 

It Is probable that tho allied and as- 
sociated powers will comply with the 
German demand to state approximate- 
ly the maximum sum which Germany 
must pay In reparation under the 
peace treaty, according to the Mntln. 
This sum, it states, will be from 200,- 
000.000,000 to 250,000,000,000 francs. 

(The larger stun named, on a gold 
valuation would be not far from $50,- 
000,000,000.) 

An answer from Admiral Kolchak, 
head of the all-ltusslan government 
at Omsk, to the allied proposals has 
been received by the French foreign 
ofllce. It Is understood, in the main, 
to' be a satisfactory acceptance of tho 
proposals. Kolehuk's reply, however, 
mattes reservations concerning a con- 
stituent assembly and also la respect 
to dealings with new states formed 
from old Russia. 

The South Slav delegation hero 
handed to President Wilson u memo- 
randum regarding the Flume affair, 
according to the Petit Parlslen. 

When the Germans are handed the 
allied reply they will be informed, ac- 
cording to French circles, that the dis- 
cussion has been finally closed and 
will be given no less than three or 
more than five days in which to accept 
tir reject the conditions.

Union Headquarters at Atlanta Says 

3,000 Telegraph Operators Are Out 

— Men Warned by Carlton. 



Atlanta, Ga., June 9. — Union head- 
quarters announced on Friday that In- 
formation received Indicated that 3,- 
300 employees of the Western Union 
In the South either had gone on strike 
or would, do so during the day. 

New York, .Time 9. — Employees of 
the Western Union Telegraph com- 
pany, who joined the Telegraphers' 
union on the assurance of the post- 
master general that there would be no 
discrimination In regard to employees 
Joining unions, will not be taken back 
If they strike, Newcomb Carlton, presi- 
dent of the company announced Fri- 
day. Mr. Carlton said that out of 
10,000 employees only 710 belonged to 
the union and that the call for a strlko 
In the southern division was meeting 
with practically no response. 



Washington, June 7.— Postmaster 
General Burleson Issued an order on 
Thursday returning the telephone and 
telegraph systems of the country to 
the owners for operating purposes. 
Control of the companies Is not relin- 
quished by tho government. 

In a statement accompanying the 
formal order the postmaster general 
stated that the existing rates would 
remain In effect, and that orders for- 
bidding discharge of employees be- 
cause of union alllllatlon also would 
Btand. 

Mr. Burleson's order turning back 
the wire properties read: 

"The president having recommend- 
ed the return of the wire systems and 
the control of the owning companies 
with certain legislation designed to 
stabilize their operation, nnd the sen- 
ate • committee having taken action 
looking to their Immediate return, 
and the house committee in Its hear- 
ings on the proposed legislation hav- 
ing Indicated concurrence In the sug- 
gested Immediate return with or with- 
out legislation so recommended, I feel 
It my duty to now return the actual 
control of operations to 'the com- 
panies. 

•'Some days ago I directed the nec- 
essary orders to be prepared to ac- 
complish this and have today Issued 
same. These orders do not affect 
questions of rates and finance with 
which the congress may determine to 
deal. 

"The rates now In force nnd the 
financial relations between the govern- 
ment and the companies, and the or- 
der of October 2, WIS, prohibiting dis- 
crimination because of union affilia- 
tion will continue unless congress 
may decide to change them or the 
'emergency* Is toroilnnted by the proc- 
lamation of peace. 

"By the action now taken, however, 
the wire companies resume actual 
control of operations of their respec- 
tive properties, and are free to formu- 
late and put Into effect their own pol- 
icies unrestricted by government con- 
trol, which Is to continue In any case 
but a few weeks, and thus will be 
able to prepare themselves for n com- 
plete resumption of the management 
of their property. 

"It will be necessary for each com- 
pnny to so keep Its accounts during 
the continuance of government con- 
trol thnt Its books may be closed on 
the dny government control ends In 
order thnt a full nnd accurate state- 
ment may be promptly made when It 
Is called on for same." 




"Washington, June 0.— The house 
woman suffrage resolution was adopt- 
ed on Wednesday by the senate and 
tho proposed constitutional amend- 
ment now goes to the states' for ratifi- 
cation. The vote was 00 for adoption, 
and 25 against, or two more than two- 
thirds majority required. 

The amendment was supported by 
30 Republicans and 20 Democrats and 
opposed by 17 Democrats and 8 Re- 
publicans. It received two more votes 
than were needed to make the requis- 
ite two-thirds. 

Tho suffrage amendment text fol- 
lows : 

"Article 1, Section 1. The right of 
citizens of the United States to vote 
shall not be denied or abridged by tho 
United States. or by any state on ac- 
count of sex. 

"Sec. 2. Congress shall have pow- 
er, by appropriate legislation, to en- 
force the provisions of this article." 

It was exactly 5:25 p. m. when Pres- 
ident Pro-tern Cummins, from tho 
chair, made the announcement to tho 
expectant crowds In the galleries who 
had sat through a tonse nil-day debate 
waiting for the final vote to be taken, 
lie said : 

"This resolution has received the af- 
firmative votes of more than two- 
thirds of tho senate, a quorum being 
present, and is declared to have passed 
the senate In accordance with the Con- 
stitution of tho United States." 



PLAN TO CUT WAR BILL 



War Department Estimates to Be Re- 
duced by House Body — Bills^Pro- 
hibit Immigration for 5 Yearti. 



Chief of Staff Declares 333,305 Troops 
Sailed During May— Five Battal- 
ions Leave U. S. to Replace 
Emergency Fighters. 

Washington, June 10. — Homeward 
movement of National Guard' and Na- 
tional Army combat units from France 
Is complete, Chief of Staff March an- 
nounced on Saturday, all units having 
embarked -for tills country. 

The movement of regulars has be- 
gun, General March stated. Tho 
Sixth division began its sailing this 
week. | . 

The army, General March said, wan 
05 per cent demobilized June 5. In 
France there remain 094,745 officers 
and men. 

. All embnrkatlon. records were bro- 
ken In May, ho said. Sailings from 
France totaled 333,303. 

Enlistments in the regulnr army 
to date total 48,023 men. These fig- 
ures do not Include enlistments at 
army camps this week. 

Since tho recruiting campaign start- 
ed five battalions of troops, totaling 
4,029, have sailed for France to re- 
place emergency men In regular army 
units. 

ttoplacoments for tho emergency 
men In Siberia will be made from men 
who have not nsked for service In any 
special place. General March said he 
expected no difficulty In solving the 
problem of obtaining tho 10.000 men 
necessary for replacements in tho Si- 
berian expedition. 

"The Siberian problem is a problem 
by Itself," General March sold, "and 
the war department will be In a posi- 
tion to solve It. In the general list 
of figures you" will note the places to 
which the men wish to be sent: 

"Franco, 10,219; Slberln, 40; Philip- 
pines, 2,040; Pnnamn, 154; Honolulu, 
1,330; Alaska, 24. 

"Those who have specified their 
place of service aggregate about 14,- 
000 out of the 50,000. We have, there- 
fore, 30,000 men who enlisted without 
saying to what place they wish to ho 
sent, nnd of course, they will go where 
they nre sent. In the meantime, tho 
option continues for those, who wish to 
enlist to specify their place of service." 
General March, gave figures which 
showed that In the recent A. E. F. 
rifle matches the lowest score made 
by a man x using the Springfield rifle 
was higher than the highest 
made by substitute Enflehls.

Six Companies of 339th Infantry, Ag- 
gregating 1,600 Men, Constitute 
Fore© to Leave Archangel. 

Archangel, Russia, June 0. — A con- 
tingent of American Infantry which 
has been serving In northern Russia 
boarded n transport for the Journey to 
the United States. These are tho first 
American troops detailed to sail for 
home. The detachment will go to 
Brest. 

. Six companies of the Three Hun- 
dred nnd Thirty-ninth Infantry, ag- 
gregating 1,000 men, or approximate- 
ly one-third of tho American force on 
the Archangel front, constitute the 
first detachment to leave. 



Washington, June 0. — War depart- 
ment estimates for the coming year 
will be reduced at least .$400,000,000 
by the house military committee. Pro- 
vision will ho Included In the bill for 
an army of 400,000, Instead of 500,000, 
requested by the department. This 
reduction, members declared, would re- 
duce the total estimate of $1,203,000,- 
000 by 20 per cent. Bills prohibiting 
Immigration for five years and placing 
more rigid restrictions upon aliens en- 
tering this country were Introduced In 
the senate. One measure by Senator 
King (Dem.) of Utah would exclude 
alien anarchists ami others who be- 
lieve In the overthrow of governments 
through force. 
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SENATE FOR IRISH HEARING 



85 DEAD; 48 HURT IN BLAST 

Car Loaded With Powder, Attached to 
Train Carrying Miners In Penn- 
sylvania, Blows Up. 

Wllkesbarre, Pa., June 7.— Eighty- 
five miners were killed and forty- 
eight were Injured on Thursday at the 
Baltimore No. 2 tunnel of the Dela- 
ware & Hudson Conl company, near 
here. Tho accident happened shortly 
before seven o'clock, while the men 
were being taken to their places of 
employment.. A train of empty cars 
was provided to carry them down by 
nn electric motor, with John McGoar- 
ty driving. Into these enrs the 100 
workmen were crowded and near the 
re'ar of the train was a car of black 
powder. When 200 feet In the tunnel 
tho electric trolley wire fell. Sparks 
from It Ignited the powder and tho 
explosion that followed blew the men 
In all directions. More men died 
from flames and suffocation than 
from the explosion.. 

Within nn hour and a half after- 
wards most of the Injured had been 
removed. The Injured were brought to 
the surface and placed In tiers along 
the 'green. 



Shells Explode In Mulhetm. 
Cohicnz, June 10. — Mulhelm was 
shelled when fire started in the Third 
army ammunition flump near by. The 
population of German prisoners nnd 
United States soldiers took to the cel- 
lars until the bombardment stopped.

Washington, June 0. — Senator Bo- 
rah's resolution asking the American 
peace delegates at Paris to secure a 
hearing before the peace conference 
for tho Irish delegates headed by Ed- 
ward De Valcra, provisional president 
of the Irish republic, was adopted on 
Friday by the senate, 00 to 1. Senator 
Williams, Democrat, of Mississippi, 
cast the negative vote. Tho resolution 
expressed the sympathy of the senate 
In the aspirations of the Irish people 
for "a government of Its own choice." 



TERMS TOO SEVERE— AUSTRIA 



President Seltz Tells Assembly Peace 

Conditions Are Impossible and 

Country Will Starve. 

Vlennn, June 10.— Tho pence terms 
presented to Austria are lmposslblo 
anri mean the death of the country by 
srarvntlon. President Seltz said In his 
address opening the extraordinary ses- 
sion of the national assembly. Foreign 
Minister Bauer made a report on his 
confcience at Feldkirch with Doctor 
Renner, head of the Austrian pence 
delegation. After declaring that. the 
treaty was n peace of hate, the foreign 
minister released his personal vials of 
vvrctli against the Czechs, who, he 
said, had taken all, of Austria's sugar 
and • other Industries. The loss of 
German Bohemia, he added, meant not 
merely the subjection of 3,500,000 Ger- 
mansto foreign rule, but .the loss of 
the most valuable parts of German 
Austria, Industrially and culturally. 
Doctor Bauer said the people of tho 
Tyrol, who love freedom above life, 
would never submit to the peace terms 
and thnt they, as well as the Germans 
of Bohemia, had tho sympathy of all 
Germans.
